Murder Is No Crime 
In Florida 


An outrage has just been committeed in 
Horida which is of national significance. 


The six defendants who were convicted 
of murdering the labor organizer and mil- 
itant Socialist, Frank Shoemaker, have just 
been acquitted in their second trial. 


The second trial, granted by the State 
Supreme Court, was a farce, and a triumph 
for the Ku Klux Klan, whose members killed 
Shoemaker in cold blood in the notdrious 
flogging and kidnaping case which stirred 
the country. 


The judge ‘kept out of the second trial 
three-quarters of the evidence which con- 
victed the well-known killers in the first trial, 
permitted the Ku Kluxer’s lawyers to raise 
an anti-labor hysteria in the courtroom, and 
finally directed the verdict of acquittal. 


Every one in Bartow, Florida, knows who 
flogged Shoemaker to death in a secret night 
raid. But the Ku Klux Klan has managed 
to free its killers. 

The Klan celebrates its victory by boldly 
warning that it will extend its vivience and 
Jawlessness against the CIO trade unions 
should they begin any labor organization in 
Florida. A New York Times dispatch quotes 
prominent Ku Kluxers as saying, “we will 
meet CIO frightfulness with Ku Klux Klan 
frightfulness.” These words are the bloody 
boastings of political gangsters who are de- 
termined to keep Florida’s workers, of plan- 
tation, turpentine, camp and factory, in 
prison-like subjection. 

American labor and the American people 
face a serious challenge in the Ku Klux 
triumph in the Shoemaker verdict. 

If Shoemaker was murdered with im- 
punity, no progressive American, no labor 
organizer, no American worker who believes 
in unionism, is safe from attack or worse.

pect to face. Kohei Goshi, financial expert 
of the Tokio newspaper Yomiuri, which has 
a large circulation in Japan, recently pre- 
sented the public with a dismal economic 
picture. He admitted that the boycott, if 
carried out in the leading countries, would 
be a drastic blow to Japan’s war industry. 
Mr. Goshi thinks that if, in addition, the 
source of loans in the American and British 
money market are slammed shut the situa- 
tion for Japan would be catastrophic. 


“When the pressure comes in dollars and 


cents the blow is immediate and painful,” 


he counseled. “Diligent efforts should be 
made to create a favorable atmosphere. 


In other words, the Japanese fascist- 
militarists are already fearful of what the 
masses of the American, British, French 
and other peace-loving people can do by 
means of the boycott. 


No doubt Japanese imperialist propa- 
ganda—aided by William Randolph Hearst 
and his ilk—will increase in order to er to 
create a “favorable impression.” ith 
every new bombardment of Chinese villages 
and the murder of women and children new 
gusts of “favorable impression” propa- 
ganda will be blown over the U. S. by the 
Japanese propagandists in Japan and in the 
United States.

N ONE of his plays George Bernard Shaw has a butler 


who analyzed his bosses from a Marxist viewpoint 
and who is forever delivering witty lectures on the class 
struggle. This butler was a figment of the great Irish 
propagandist's brain, and the audiences accepted him as 
such. 

But I am sure Fabian Shaw never met a radical butler 
in all the London and Dublin drawing-rooms he visited. 
Yet a year or so past, I received a long and serious letter 
from a Communist butler in Chicago. There are now 
quite a few radicals among the domestic workers. They have even 
formed a trade union in America. 

In my time, I have known many waiters. They are, next to sailors 
and miners, the most rebellious and well-read of proletarians. I often 
have chuckled to think what would happen if the pot-bellied patrons 
of swanky night clubs could see the mental insides of the walter who 
was serving them so correctly, his face frozen into a professiona 
mask. I am sure they would be horrified, for they regard a wai 
as a sort of robot machine invented for their special comfort. 

But many of these waiters are social students and labor militants 
with a broader culture than the cloak and suit merchant or cheap 
politician they are serving. There is a group of New York waiters 
fichting in Spain. I have known waiters who have been in every 
part of the world. I have known heroic waiters, artistic waiters, 
obscure philosophers, or strong, potential jeaders of a great cause. 

Yet in this crazy capitalist society, where only one narrow talent 
is rewarded, the gift for money-grubbing, the superior man must often 
wait upon his inferiors. 

There has been a great organizational drive among the hotel and 
restaurant workers of New York, a reflection of the labor renaissance 
that the C. I. O. has brought to America. 

I attended a Victory Ball given the other night by the men and 
women who work in the Childs’ chain of restaurants. Childs always 
reminded me of the worst features of social service. It was all tov 
saintly and sanitary, but under the surface. the help was being 
treated no better than the slaves in Joe“ Greasy Spoon coffee pot. 

Sc the “help” organized, some 4,000 of them n New York. The 
story of this organization is a minor epic. It was largely done by an 
unknown, a quiet, conscientious Catholic named Robert McDonald.
